Death oftlie Distinguished Anti- 
Coi'ii Law Agitator. 

The Right Hon. Thos. Milne Gibson, 
who was prominent in the anti-Corn move- 
ment in cooperation with Mr.Cobden 
and Sir Robert Peel, died on tho 26th of 
February, a»ed 77 years. 

The deceased was born at Trinidad in 
1SU7, the only sou of the late Major T. 
Milner Gibson, of the 27th Regiment. 
He was educated at the Charter House, 
and graduated B. A. in 181(0 us a wrang- 
ler at Trinity College, Cambridge. He 
was elected member for Ipswich in the 
Conservative interest in "1837', but his 
opinions undergoing a change, he resigned 
his seat in 1839, aud on again appealing 
to tho electors of tho constituency was 
defeated. He contested tho borough of 
Cambridge without success in the same 
year, and in consequence of these politi- 
cal reverses remained out of Parliament 
some years, and during this interval en- 
tered into the great movement which had 
for its object the repeal of the corn laws. 
He became one of the leading orators of 
the Corn Law League, and m 1841 was 
invited to stand for Manchester, and after 
a close contest with Sir George 'Murray 
was returned for the constituency. In 
18-10, at the conclusion of the anti-Corn 
Law agitation, he was appointed Vice- 
President of the Board of Trade in Lord 
lohn Russell's Administration. In April, 
1818, ho resigned, ps his connection with 
the Ministry was embarrassing him with 
his constituents. During the struggle 
with Russia bo closely identified biuisell 
with the "Peace Party," and in conse- 
quence of this action was defeated at 
Manchester in the general election of 
18f>0, but soon afterward was returned 
for Ashton under Lyne, which he repre- 
sented until December, 18(18 In 1859 ho 
was made President of the Board of Trade 
with a scat in the Cabinet. He was act 
ive at various times in having removed 
tho newspaper stamp, the advertisement 
duty, and the excise on paper, and for his 
public services in these respects ho was 
presented with a testimonial in 1801. He 
was made a Privy Councillor in 184(>, re- 
signed the Presidency of the Board of 
't rade on the dissolution of the Russell 
Ministry in 18fi(i, and unsuccessfully con- 
tested Ashton-undor Lyne in lSliX. 

How lo Starch and Iron. 

Every housekeeper knows the diffi- 
cult v of starching and ironing shirt 
bosoms, collars, and i-ufl's satisfactorily. 
When done at a laundry they have a 
glossy finish which both improves their 
appearance, and prevents them getting 
soiled readily. To give a tine gloss to 
linen a good quality of starch must be 
used. It is best, to get it by the box 
of six pounds or more, as it comes 
cheaper and is always at hand. The 
empty box is useful for other purposes. 
I have read of many additions to starch 
to give it gloss, such as white wax, 
spermaceti an 1 gum arabic, and have 
tried them all, but find thoni of no ad- 
vantage if good starch is used. Gum 
arabic with cold starch sometimes 
makes the linen still". Mix the quantity 
of starch required with cold water to 
about tin; consistency of thin cream, 
then pour on boiling water and stir 
briskly. Make quite thiol; and keep 
over a good lire stirring all the time. 
P.oil until clear, and some minutes 
longer to be sure that it is well cooked 
(some think a little lard or butter add- 
ed prevents the iron from sticking). As 
soon us it hascooled enough not to burn 
the hands, take the linen, previously 
well washed and rinsed, and with the 
lingers rub the starch well into it and 
slapjtogether. Continue this until the 
linen has taken all it will hold. Then 
smooth with the fingers carefully, tak- 
ing out all the wrinkles, with a clean, 
damp cloth remove all the spooks of 
starch from the smooth surface, anil 
hang up to dry whore no part icles of 
dirt are floating. If hung out of doors 
when tho winds blows it will take out 
a part of the starch. When dry im- 
merse the linen quickly in hot water, 
and roll up in a clean dry cloth. Usual- 
ly it will bo ready to iron in Ion or fif- 
teen minutes. 

Terrible I'nsiisliiiieiil. 

An English paper says that penal ser- 
vitude is, as now curried out in Eng- 
land, a very dreadful punishment in- 
deed. From the dock the convict is 
carted away in the prison van, 
and on his arrival at the jail the heavy 
gates are shut to, with a horrible sound 
behind him. He is thrust into a liar- 
row cell, th 'ro to remain without com- 
panionship for nine months. Scarcely 
over hearing a human voice, stive the 
warder's, fed on coaise food, his fate is 
sealed for .">fi weeks, and after that be 
ho will probably be sent to another es- 
tablishment where the discipline is 
somewhat loss severe. The nine months' 
solitary {confinement of five a years' con- 
vict is hard to bear. About five feet 
from the floor is a peep holt;. The 
warder can look in at any moment, and 
tho dread of this constant supervision 
induces in sensitive prisoners nervous 
anxiety, in such oases the most, seven' 
part of the punishment inflicted on 
them. The period of solitary confine- 
ment at an end, they are allowed to 
work in gangs, under a strict and pur 
posely vexatious discipline.

CERTAIN TO DO GOOD. 

Wo have reason to believe that the 
Premier's visit to Ottawa has already 
borne fruit. The Dominion Government 
will consider gravely the maladministra- 
tion of Indian affairs in this province. 
There are two aspects to this question, 
namely, the provincial aspect and tho 
Dominion aspect. The province com- 
plains that, twelve years after Confedera- 
tion, the Indians who, naturally are 
amenable to direction and control, are a 
less valuable part of the community than 
they were before Confederation . A heavy 
increasing expenditure is incurred by the 
province yearly, in respect of criminal of- 
fences by Indians. Large areas of fine 
land act apart at the request of the Dom- 
inion, with the distinct understanding 
that they would be utilized by the Indians, 
are lying waste. C.ises of extreme ten- 
sion exist m the relations between the 
local Indian Department and the Indians, 
creating several very ugly situations. If 
evil come of any of these, the province 
might have to bear the consequence. The 
complaints of the Indians in some of these 
cases, either are not known to the local 
department, or do not seem to have 
reached the Dominion government. They 
come to the public ear only through the 
press. Nothing effective is done to re 
press profligacy and intemperance among 
the Indians, or to wean the people from 
habits inconsistent with the growth of any 
capability for citizenship. Not only is 
there want of sympathy m the manage- 
ment of the people, but a want of intel- 
ligence in remedial action. The "pot- 
lach" system, for instance, was tiist dealt 
with by "proclamation,' and now it is 
proposed to make "potlaching" a "mis- 
demeanor" by law. Both such courses 
we all know, must entirely tail; but 
meanwhile, the attempt to carry out the 
"misdemeanor" law may cause expendi- 
ture on the part of the province. 

The foregoing state of affairs justifies, 
everyone must admit, decisive action on 
the part of the province. The Dominion 
government which, doubtless has acted 
sincerely, though uselessly, may inquire, 
for its part, why such a condition should 
exist, after its expenditure of over a 
quarter of a million of dollars on Indian 
affairs in British " Columbia. That is a 
question which we need not here examine 
in detail. The proper official is doubtless 
able to advise the Dominion government 
on the subject. The public sees the •Sup- 
erintendent of Indians for this province 
residing year after year in Victoria, 
practising his profession, though in re 
coipt of a large salary from the Dominion, 
assisted by a clerk and a messenger. It 
is asked what these people d il What 
occasion can there be fur more than one 
official in Victoria? It is useless to con 
ceal the general public belief that the 
whole system at present, is a farce. A 
trip is made yearly by the Superinten- 
dent up the waggon road, without any 
real visiting among the Indians, merely 
to enable it to be said in a report that the 
mainland has been visited. The same on 
the coast. Wo do not question the 
honesty of the Superintendent, but. it in 
desirable that he should be superintended, 
so that the public should not believe that 
he makes official trips to secure his private 
interests, in coal at Nicola, in lauds at 
Ohilcotin, in canneries at Nass River. 
The condition and interests of half the 
population of British Columbia, are of 
too much concernment to both govern- 
ments to make the continuance of sine- 
cures and shiftless uction any longer do - 
sireable, and we are glad to think that 
one of the results of the mission of the 
Premier to Ottawa will be to secure a 
much needed improvement in the admin- 
istration of our Indian affairs. 



TIic Budget Speech. 

The budget speech of Sir Leonard Til- 
ley, on Friday evening, February '_'9th, 
occupied threo and a half hours in its de- 
livery. The budget always covers three 
years; the year closed, the year current 
and the year to follow. From the figures 
ho submitted wo learn that the revenue 
for the year 1882-!! was: 1 Customs, §23,- 
009,582; excise, §6,200, lid; othor 
sources, §6,524,950. A total of 3*35,794,- 
6-18. The total expenditure being £28,- 
730,157, leaving a surplus of §7,064,491, 
to which has to be added for sales Domin- 
ion lands 81,009,010, A total surplus of 
88,073,570. 

The next year is the year now current 
to end on 30th Juno, 1884, and its ac- 
count, which is still in part estimate is as 
follows : 

Customs, $20,200,000; excise §5,550,- 
000; postoltice, $1,800,000; public build- 
ings, §3,000,000, interest on investment, 
§800,000; other sources, §800,000. Total 
est imated revenue, §32,200,000; expendi- 
ture, §31,000,000; leaving a surplus of 
81,000,000, to which has to bo added $1,- 
000,000 for Dominion lands, giving a to- 
tal surplus of §2,000,000. 

The next year, which is the one for 
which the finance minister is now prepar- 
ing is the year to end 30th Juno,1885,and 
its account, estimated, is as follows: 

Customs, §20,000,000; excise, §5,000, 
000; other sources, §7,000,000. Total 
§32,000,000, and an estimated expendi- 
ture of §29,811, 639, a surplus of §2,- 
188,361 less supplementary expenditure 
of §800,000, leaving an apparent surplus 
of §1,388,301, to which §1,250,000 lias 
to be added for receipts front lands, giving 
a probable surplus of §2,038,301 . These 
sut pluses for live years will be as follows:

This amount would, it will be observed, 
cover the whole of the subsidy to the Pa- 
cific railway . 

In reference to the general effects of 
the government's policy he said that in 
1873 the imports per head of the popula- 
tion amounted to §33.58; in 1883 the im- 
ports per head amounted to §28 50. The 
average decrease of importations has been 
about sixteen millions a year for the last 
five years. Nothing could be more con- 
vincing evidence of the growth of our 
home manufactures. Whether we look 
at the results of tho tariff of 1879, as seen 
j in the increased manufacturing power n? 
the people, or as seen in the sound linaii- 
cial condition of the country, there is just 
the same reason as ever for the people of 
Canada to rejoice that the government in 
1879 determined upon a liacal policy 
which worked well in times of prosperity, 
and well in a period of general depression. 

Sir Richard Cartwright in his reply at- 
tacked the policy with all his old viru- 
lence, declaring that it had not saved, and 
could not save, one man from a single pang 
of hard times. Ho affirmed that the de- 
pression was greater than ever known in 
the country. Taxation has been increased 
from §4 per head of population in 1807 to 
§9 in 1883. In the United States it de- 
creased from §10 to §7 in the same period. 
Ho condemned severely the excessive tar- 
iff imposed on the northwest. He claimed 
that it was retarding immigration and op- 
pressing tho people. He pointed out that 
while we were making great efforts and 
spending large sums in bringing foreign 
emigrants our policy was driving out our 
own people. In England working men 
earning less than £150 were exempt from 
taxation, except by their own acts, while 
here our taxation bore most heavily on 
the poor man- -the farmer and lumber- 
man. Last year they claimed a surplus 
of over seven millions. Up to the present 
of this year there was an apparent surplus 
of less than a million, and it may end in 
a deficit. He condemned in severe terms 
the vacillating land policy, the failure to 
provide cheaper transportation service, or 
allow fullest competition. He said the 
demand of the people of the northwest 
were just and reasonable, and should be 
acceded to. Ho warned the people of 
Canada that unless thesu demands were 
granted speedily we might mourn the loss 
of that country. The people of that coun- 
try were under no obligation to the peo- 
ple of the east. They have been mal- 
treated and oppressed by the parliament 
and government. Many people have, left 
the country for Dakota, thanks to the pol- 
icy of the government. 

C11A.NUKS IN THE TARIFF. 

The following are the changes made in 
the tariff: Added to the free list— Uniting 
cloth not made up; boracia acid, jute can- 
vas, not less than 58 inches wide when 
imported by manufacturers; floor oil 
clotli for use in their factories; cheny, a 
heat welding compound; grease -and 
grease scrap; indigo paste and extract; 
oxide mangane/.e; (Jermili mineral pot 
ash; sulphate of sodium, and stee! for saw 
iron or steel beams for ships. To be tak- 
en from the free list: dry oxide of iron, 
vegetable fibre, steel fish plates, acetic- 
acid, hemp carpeting, mats arid matting, 
25 per cent.; cottons, jeans when import- 
ed by corset makers and caplins, 20 per 
cent; celluloid for knife and fork handles, 
10 per cent. , printed or dyed cottons, 27 A

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



CANADA. 
Ottawa, March 9. — It is reported that 
the Dominion government has so far com- 
plied with the demand of the Manitoba 
people as to agree granting a company the 
right to construct the Winnipeg and llud- 
son's Bay railway, and to give it a free 
subsidy of 12,800 acres per mile. Tho 
proposed railroad will be 000 miles long. 
It is stated that the distance from tho 
Hudson Bay coast to Liverpool is some- 
thing less than from New York to Liver- 
pool. 

Montreal, March 9. — From a state- 
ment made by tho city auditor it appears 
that the defalcations of officials in the ser- 
vice of tho corporation amount to over 
§25,000. All have absconded. It is un- 
derstood they have been systematically 
rubbing the city treasury. 

EUROPE. 

Paius, March 8. —The police are watch- 
ing the movements of the eighty-three 
persons in France, suspected of belonging 
tu the dynamite party. O'Donnovan 
Rossa's son is bore but there is no evi- 
dence that he is connected with tho dyna- 
miters. A brother of Joseph Brady, the 
Phosnix park assassin, is living in Quar- 
tier Latin. Inspector Moaor, who has 
boon watching the movements of sus- 
pected Irishmen in Paris for some time 
under instructions from the British homo 
secretary, has gone to Bordeaux. 

London, March 8. — The exhibition of 
the Royal Hibernian academy at Dublin 
is a great success. The best English 
artists contribute. John Everett Millais, 
Sir Frederick Leigh ton, Von Princeps 
and others sent their best workB. Among 
the Irish artists, Watkins, Alfred Gray, 
Bingham and McOinness are conspicuous. 
The exhibition is already loading to many 
orders to Irish artists. 

Sr. pRTRitsuuita, March 8. — The mur- 
der of Colonel Sudeiken has so thoroughly 
frightened the masses that it is dillicull to 
obtain candidates for police. Ueneral 
(Jresser lias received tho fifteenth letter 
threatening him with death. He, however, 
moves about, attended only by a single 
officer. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Dktkoit, Mich., March 10.— The Re- 
publican congressmen of Michigan, will 
ask President Arthur to appoint ex-Sena- 
tor Ferry as Minister to Russia. 

Washington, March 9. —Special agent 
W. T. Smith, of the general land office, 
has been detailed by Secretary Teller to 
assist United States Attorney Hilborn of 
California in the prosecution of persons 
in Humboldt county for perjury in mak- 
ing entries under the timber culture law. 

Reagan, of the house committee on 
c unmerce, yesterday reported from that 
committee two bills introduced by Dele- 
gate Brents, for the establishment of 
lighthouses in Washington territory. One 
appropriates §85,000 for a lighthouse and 
a fog signal on Destruction Island, and 
tho other one §15,000 for a lighthouse in 
Gray's harbor. The commerce committee 
report them with favorable roc •nimenda- 
lions, and ask that they be referred to the 
appropriation committee for incorporation 
in the general bill. 

Since July 1st there has been an in- 
crease of 18 per cent, in adhesive stamps 
and 25 per cent, in stamped envelopes 
issued, while during those eight months 
the issue of postal cards only reached 256,- 
552,750, as against 200,220 250 for tho 
corresponding period of the preceding 
year. 

Nkw Orleans, March 9. —The manage- 
ment of the world's fair has announced 
that exhibits will be received opto Aug. 1. 
Applications for space have been received 
during the past w.ock from England, Rus- 
sia, Germany, Austria, Italy, Mexico, 
Canada, Venezuela, Guatemala and Hon- 
duras.

THE IlI'CAIt'riIV LIQUOR 
ACT. 

What is Being Done Elsewhere 
in Reference to its En- 
forcement. 



London, Feb. 28. — A reporter having 
interviewed .Judge Elliot to-day, regard- 
ing the working of tho McCarthy Act, in 
reply to a question, the Judge said: 

I am. of opinion there will be a tost 
case, and whichever government should 
fail will have to reimburse the applicants. 
Of course, you are aware the presont 
licenso holds till the 1st of May. Wo 
shall endeavor to conflict as little la pos- 
sible with the Ontario rules', and shall be 
obliged to carry out tho stipulations in 
every respect, leaving the result to the 
ultimate determination of tho courts. 

Judge Davis, junior judgo, said: One 
of the principal grievances seems to bo 
that there is an incroase in tho amount of 
tho fees. I allude to tho §15; §10 of 
which was paid by the applicant at the 
time, and §5 when tho Dominion license 
is handed over tu tho applicant. I am 
merely administering the law as I find it, 
and make no recommendations. I feel 
disposed to allow tho higher courts to 
deal with the matter when it conies up be- 
fore them. I find this business is a duty 
east upon me — a duty which I shall have 
to perforin as best I can and with what 
light f can gather on tho matter. I 
might say, however, that I cannot just 
now see that there need be any clashing 
between the two Acts. Roth Acts could 
be carried out together amicably as far as 
I call see. I don't see any harm in apply- 
ing to both Governments for licenses. 

Toronto, Feb. 29.— The Dominion 
license commissioners are pursuing their 
organization. Circulars have been sent 
to all licensees under the Crooks Act, 
asking them to iilo applications under tho 
Dominion Act. Many refused to do so. 
A deputation of licensod victuallers waited 
on Mowat, who declared that the Domin- 
ion Aet interfered with an established 
provincial law. He suggested that the 
Dominion Act he suspended ono year, and 
that a test case be tried meantime. The 
deputation approved of the suggestion. 

The temperance party will immediately 
institute legal proceedings to test tho right 
of the commissioners to issue licenses 
after the passing of the by-law in accord- 
ance with the Crooks Act. 

Qpkbrc, Fob. '20. — In Quebec nothing 
has been done by the government liko tho 
action taken by the Ontario government, 
and the press are united in demanding 
tho government to defend the autonomy 
of the province 

Cornwall, Feb. 28. — At a meeting of 
tho tavern and shopkeepers of this place, 
held atCrosbio House last evening, it ivas 
unanimously agreed to take out. licenses 
under the Ontario Act only, and that they 
stand by each othor in the ovent of pro- 
ceedings being taken against uny of their 
number by the Dominion authorities. 

Ottawa, March 2. — Strong opposition 
is developing in Ontario, Quebec and the 
Maritime Provinces to the McCarthy Aet. 
It will probably be repealed before the 
close of the session. 

St. Catharines, Fob. 29. — The liquor 
dealers hero have resolved, at a meeting, 
to apply for licenses under tho Crooks 
Act only. 

WiffusoR, March 1 — Tho Essex tavern 
keepers and grocers will take out licenses 
under the Ontario Aet. 

Winnipeg, March — A deputation 
waited on the attorney-general a foiv dayB 
ago, but got no satisfaction. They expect 
this afternoon to meet the premior, and 
will express to him the disapprobation of 
the association with the McCarthy Act, 
and will request him to impress on the 
government the advisability of modifying 
it. If tho local government will refuse 
to recognize, the act, as tho liquor dealers 
desire, then the hotel men of Winnipeg 
will refuse to apply to the commissioners 
for licenses.

Tho government's silence on the subject 
causes great irritation. 

The committee of the chamber of deputies 
to which questions of the importation of 
pork had been referred, decided to leave 
the subject to the approval of tho govern- 
ment and the consul general of the various 
departments upon the matter. Meanwhile 
members of the committee resolved to re- 
quest the government to suspend the em- 
bargo on pork until committee's fund 
decision.

London, March 11. — The Berlin cor- 
respondent of the Times referring to an 
article in the North German Gazette con- 
cerning Sargent, says the article is bolt 
forged at the foreign office to give Sargent 
the coup de grace. Bismarck tells tho 
Americans they havo sent, a man with 
whom he refuses to hold diplomatic re- 
lations. It is for Americans to judge this 
treatment of their accredited representa- 
tive, and envoy. Reference to Sargent's 
journalistic activity is an allusion to the 
fact that Sargent in his report to Wash- 
ington described the hog meat restriction 
as a more agrarian than sanitary measure. 
The report was copied by Now Y'ork news 
papers from statistics issued by the state 
department and was assumed to bo a 
direct contradiction by Sargent of tho as- 
sumption which has colored tho whole 
attitude of the executive towards Sar- 
gent. 

A dispatch from Mandalay, Burmah, 
aays the native hill tribes have rebelled 
and are devastating tho lower plains. 
Thoy have invested the town of Bhumo 
from which the English and American 
missionaries tied. These report that 
several villages in the vicinity of Bhamo 
have been sacked and burnt. 

Paris, March 11.— Prince Jerome 
"Plon Plon," last night addressed those 
Bonapartist journalists who are favorable 
to tho revision of the constitution and 
said: "Everything must bow to the 
necessity of again allowing tho people to 
doclare their will, inasmuch as they are 
our masters. 1 am not rich liko the 
Orleans princes, but 1 respect tho sover- 
eignty of the people and will oppose tho 
attempts to usurp their rights." Tho 
agitati 'n is constantly gaining strength.

San Francisco, March 11.— The Chi- 
nese of this city, iu response to an ap- 
peal for aid in behalf of the HiiU'erjrs by 
tho rocont Hoods in China, have contri- 
buted a fund uinouuting to §45,000, of 
whieli advice has been forwarded by tele- 
graph. Among the principal contributors 
are Huiang Tsun Iieisq, consul-general, 
§500; Chinese of the Y. M . C. A., 82,- 
000 ;a lid all the trades union gave largely, 
while sonio merchants donated §1,500 and 
81,000 each. 

MEXICO. 
Mexico, March 11. — Tho Mexican gov- 
ernment demand a reduction of the tariff on 
the Mexico and Vera Cruz It. It., under the 
terms of concession, stipulating that tho 
tariff rates must bo reduced so soon as the 
earnings of the company permit the pay- 
ment of 8 per cent. dividends on the common 
stock.

Our Public School System, 

The following timely article is from 
The Living Church, a journal of the 
Protectant Episcopal denomination, 
published at Chicago: 

Strictly speaking, we have no public 
school "system," each state doing wha- 
seemeth right in its own eyes with ref 
erence to the education of its children 
In most of the states, provision is made 
for the free educntion of all children, to 
a moderate extent, and in some states 
the provision, from the tax-payer's 
points of view, is immoderate. In the 
most populous and prosperous states 
the public education enter]. rise ha- 
grown to vast proportions, and tbe sub- 
ject of education by the state has be 
come one of grave importance. There I 
are indications in both the religious ! 
and secular press that the people are 
not altogether satisfied with the results 
attained by enormous expenditures, J 
and there is a very general disposition 
to review the whole subject and to re- j 
form the whole method now prevailing, | 
if a wav can be found for doing tbe 
work better. 

The North American Review for tbe 
current month has an article by the 
Rev. J, M. Savage, pointing out some 
of the defects of the public school sys- 
tem. The writer thinks that we are 
still very much "at sea"as]to tbe prop- 
er aim and object of the public school. 
This he conceives to be, to tit the aver- 
age boy and girl to meet tbe issues of 
the common life here in American to- 
day. He considers it the duty of the 
state to train the child into ability to 
earn an honest living. Next to this is 
the need of training the rising genera 
Lion to distinguish the true from the 
false in the problems of life, to know 
the right and to prefer it to the wrung. 

The writer in the Review takes what 
appears to be the only solid ground in 
this discussion, that public money is to 
be expended only for public ends. 
Enormous outlay of public funds for 
education can be justified only on the 
supposition that at least u majority of 
the children of tbe country both can 
and will avail themselves of the whole 
course of study. It must at least be 
shown that the common education of 
the masses does not suffer in the inter- 
est of the few for whom higher and 
more expensive education is provided. 
This higher education is pursued by a 
very small minority, and cannot rea 
sonably be held to be essential to quali- 
fication for citizenship. It is a favor 
to the few at the expense of the many, 
and is not justified by a sound political 
economy. 

We con but hold that, by at tempt- 
ing this, ]the state has gone beyond 
its prerogative in using tbe private 
means of its citizens, but has alo to a 
groat extent frustrated the primary ob- 
ject of public education, viz: the fitting 
the mass of people for self-supporting 
and intelligent citizenship. The public 
school, instead of being the "common 
school" has developed into an institution 
"essentially aristocratic." The best of 
everything is devoted to the service of 
the few" in teaching them not those 
branches of study which are essential 
to good citizenship, and that so come 
within the limits of the public interest, 
but mainly such limits of private cul- 
ture and are puosued chiefly for per- 
sonal (nds." Less than I per cent, of 
the children who enter the city graded 
schools graduate at the high school, 
and the Latin schools are supportet 
for the benefit of a fraction-, of this I 
per cent. 

The failure of our public schools in 
giving the masses a practical education 
is conspicuous. "Few are good penmen; 
few can read well; few can write a good 
letter, in good English, correctly spelled 
few learn the first principles of busi- 
ness. There is almost no education of 
the hand, the one instrument that most 
of them must use more than any other." 

The worst of the present system, says 
the writer, that it trains large numbers 
into a distaste for w hat must be their 
real life work. Girls acquire a dislike 
for honorable service in the family, and 
bovs grow up with ambition for every- 
thing but honest labor. The public 
school|"is trying to do too much, and, 
as a consequence, is doing very little 
thoroughly and well; while the things 
that ought to be of cliief importance are 
certainly not accomplished." 

A Ve have given this abstract of the 
article in the Review, not to endorse 
every argument of the writer, but to 
show what opinions are abroad. We 
should certainly place the moral educa- 
tion before the manual, ami it is a 
question whether the public int.erist re- 
quires that the latter should be under- 
taken by the state at all. In France 
many industrial schools are maintained 
by manufacturers, who find it to their 
interest to expend something in this 
way to insure a constant supply of skil- 
led artisans. If enterprising manu- 
facturers in this country would establish 
such schools, they would not long have 
to depend upon foreign operatives for 
the best work. 

As between "common" and "higher" 
education, there has been and will 
continue to be diversity of opinion. 
Our forefathers doubtless intended the 
general education of the masses, when 
thev laid the foundations of education 
by tbe state. The public schools were 
originally "common schools." Higher 
education was then provided by private 
enterprise, or by the gifts and legacies 
if the wealthy. It may be doubted if 
such foundations as those of Vale and 
Harvard would have been laid if the 
theory of higher education by the state 
had prevailed. In proportion to the ex- 
tent that we accept this theory, we 
may be sure, will bo the falling otl'of 
such devotion of private means, and the 
burden of collegiate and professional 
education will come more and more 
upon the taxpayers. 

During the hist generation the drift 
(jf opinion and practice has been to- 
ward state education in every grade; 
and it is to be feared that every ad- 
vance in this direction has resulted in a 
corresponding deterioration in the low- 
er grade. Are we not robbing the mas 



ses to pay tbe few? The tide of public 
sentiment on this subject, we believe, 
is turning. People are beginning to see 
that the public school system of the 
various states needs looking after and 
thev are demanding public benefit in 
proportion to the expenditure of pub- 
lic funds. The ninty-nine men who 
are paying taxes to teach the child 
of the huudreth, in Latin and phsy- 
ehology, are beginning to think out the 
problem. Their own children need a 
good many things which are of more 
immediate importnaee. |v r "_
